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1 . NATO COMMANDER ALEXANDER M. HAIG, AT WASHINGTON NEWS 
CONFERENCE TUESDAY, SAID "RATHER DRAMATIC SHIFT IN NUCLEAR 
BALANCES’" IS IN PROGRESS AND THAT DEPLOYMENT OF SOVIET 
UNION'S SS-20 MISSILE IS HAVING HEAVY IMPACT ON BALANCE OF 
FORCES. CHARLES CORDDRY OF BALTIMORE SUN SAID HAIG 
STRESSED THAT SOVIET UNION IS "RAPIDLY APPROACHING" 

EQUALITY WITH WEST IN NUMBERS OF TACTICAL, OR BATTLEFIELD, 
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NUCLEAR WEAPONS. HAIG, IN WASHINGTON FOR CONFERENCES AND 
CONGRESSIONAL TESTIMONY, "SAW ADVANCES OF SOVIET AND 
ALLIED WARSAW PACT FORCES AS BUTTRESSING CASE FOR 
STRENGTHENING BOTH CONVENTIONAL AND TACTICAL NUCLEAR ARMS 
OF ALLIANCE, POSSIBLY INCLUDING NEW MISSILE LIKE SOVIET- 
SS-20," CORDDRY REPORTED. SUN CORRESPONDENT SAID HAIG 
"ENTERED NEW ENDORSEMENT OF NEUTRON WARHEAD" AS ONE NEEDED 
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ITEM FOR MODERNIZING NATO FORCES. ON QUESTION OF NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS. HAIG TOLD NEWSMEN U.S. STOCKPILE OF MORE THAN 
7,000 WARHEADS IN EUROPE WAS SEEN NOT LONG AGO AS EXCESSIVE 
BUT "THIS IS NO LONGER TRUE." 

2. GEORGE WILSON OF WASHINGTON POST SAID HAIG INSISTED 
THAT DEPLOYING NEUTRON WARHEAD IN EUROPE WOULD DECREASE 
RATHER THAN INCREASE CHANCE THAT NUCLEAR WAR WOULD BE 
WAGED THERE. HAIG, WILSON REPORTED, TOLD PENTAGON NEWS 
CONFERENCE THAT NEW WEAPON WOULD HAVE MORE CREDIBILITY IN

HAIG ADDED THAT "IT'S OUR MILITARY VIEW" THAT NEUTRON 
WARHEAD "RAISES, NOT LOWERS, NUCLEAR THRESHOLD." HAIG 
SAID MILITARY AUTHORITIES IN NATO BELIEVE IT "IS SOMEWHAT 
LUDICROUS" TO FOCUS "SO LITTLE" ON SOVIET SS-20 MISSILE 
TARGETED ON NATO WHICH IS "2,000 TIMES MORE DEVASTATING IN 
ITS EXPLOSIVE CONSEQUENCE." 

3. WALTER PINCUS OF WASHINGTON POST REPORTED THAT WITH 
WHITE HOUSE APPROVAL, DEPARTMENT OF ENERGY HAS BEGUN TO 
TRANSFER TO OTHER NUCLEAR WEAPONS PROJECTS FUNDS ORIGIN- 
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ALLY EARMARKED FOR TESTING AND PRODUCTION OF NEUTRON 
WEAPONS THIS FISCAL YEAR. "SHOULD PRESIDENT CARTER 
EVENTUALLY DECIDE TO BUILD CONTROVERSIAL NEW GENERATION 
OF TACTICAL NUCLEAR WEAPONS, SHIFT OF FUNDS NOW UNDER 
WAY COULD POSTPONE, PROBABLY UNTIL 1979, START ON PRODUC- 
TION," PINCUS SAID. HE QUOTED ENERGY DEPARTMENT SPOKESMAN 
AS SAYING "WE DID NOT EXPECT THIS LONG DELAY IN NEUTRON 
DECISION." PINCUS SAID STATE DEPARTMENT SOURCE STATED 
LAST WEEK HE EXPECTED CARTER NEUTRON DECISION BY MID-APRIL 
"SO MATTER WILL BE DEBATED BY CONGRESS AND OUT OF WAY" BY 
END OF MAY WHEN NATO SUMMIT MEETING IS SCHEDULED TO TAKE 
PLACE IN WASHINGTON. PINCUS, QUOTING CARTER AIDES, SAID 
PRESIDENT HAS MAINTAINED THAT ALLIES MUST JOIN WITH HIM IN 
MAKING PRODUCTION DECISION. "SOME CARTER AIDES ARE PRO- 
POSING THAT PRODUCTION BE DELAYED WHILE DISARMAMENT 
AVENUES WITH SOVIETS ARE EXPLORED," PINCUS CONTINUED.

STRUGGLE ON CAPITOL HILL. BRADSHER SAID STUDY SAYS THAT,

BRADSHER SAID 495-PAGE STUDY IS THIRD OF ANNUAL STUDIES 
WRITTEN BY JOHN M. COLLINS, RETIRED ARMY COLONEL AND 
WRITER ON STRATEGY WHO NOW WORKS FOR CONGRESSIONAL 
RESEARCH SERVICE. HIS FIRST STUDY WAS WIDELY QUOTED, BUT 
HIS SECOND WAS DENIED PUBLICATION BY CONGRESSIONAL COM- 
MITTEES AND FINALLY PUT INTO CONGRESSIONAL RECORD LAST 
SUMMER. REP. JOHN BRECKINRIDGE REQUESTED EXPANDED THIRD 
VERSION TO UPDATE MILITARY RELATIONSHIP AND RAISE BASIC 
QUESTIONS ABOUT U.S. MILITARY POSTURE, BRADSHER REPORTED. 
BRECKINRIDGE HAS BEEN TRYING TO GET STUDY PUBLISHED BY 
HOUSE ARMED SERVICES COMMITTEE SO THAT IT WILL BE WIDELY 
AVAILABLE, BRADSHER SAID, BUT COMMITTEE IS RELUCTANT TO 
ACCEPT STUDY. "ONE REASON REPORTEDLY IS APPREHENSION OF 
PRECEDENT OF HAVING INDIVIDUAL MEMBERS COMMISSION STUDIES 
AND THEN GIVING THEM COMMITTEE STATUS," HE SAID. IN HIS 
STUDY, COLLINS "IMPLIES STRONGLY THAT WHOLE CONCEPT OF 
AMERICAN DEFENSE NEEDS TO BE RESTUDIED RATHER THAN JUST 
POURING MORE RESOURCES INTO THESE PROGRAMS," BRADSHER 
SAID. STAR WRITER SAID "UNDERLYING THEME" OF COLLINS 
STUDY CONCERNS U.S. DECISION TO STRIP THIS COUNTRY OF 
DEFENSES "WHILE THINKING SOVIET UNION IS PECULIAR TO 
SPEND SO MUCH MONEY ON ANTI-AIRCRAFT WEAPONS, CIVIL 
DEFENSE AND RESEARCH INTO ANTI-BALLISTIC MISSILE SYSTEMS." 
"AMERICAN MILITARY THINKERS HAVE ARGUED FOR YEARS THAT
